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Educational — Social — Benevo- 
lent. These, in the words of inter- 
national referees’ instructor Mr. Ken 
Astion, are the functions of any 
referees’ association. However, this 
is not the case here in Victoria. And 
the upshot is that we may lose the 
services of Mr. Dave Maitland. 


Despite rules on their books for- 
bidding it, the referees themselves are 
wielding a big stick with regard to 
the various appointments to matches, 
and “A” Grade referees are sitting in 
judgement as to who may be admitted 
to their exalted ranks. 


We now have the crazy situation 
that Mr. Maitland has resigned from 
the referees’ body but is still avail- 
able to referee if required. He has 
been appointed to control the South 
Melbourne-Hellas - Footscray game. 
but this decision was made prior to 
him resigning. 


The big question is, will the 
Referees’ Association consider him an 
outsider and reftise to provide lines- 
men? ‘Tomorrow will provide the 
answer to that question. But the fact 
remains that it is on the cards we will 
lose one of the best officials Victorian 
soccer has ever had. 


A recent move by the referees’ 
executive to debar referees over 50 
years ‘old from the State League 
panel was defeated. It is ironical that 
Mr. Maitland is in this category and 
only two days ago was awarded the 
F.I.F.A, badge and lapel pin by the 
world controlling body. Good @nough 
to referee internationals anywhere in 
the world, but not good enough for 
local soccer. How stupid can you 
get?

ALEX BARR SAYS aibret 


Last weekend at Olympic Park 
patrons were treated to entertaining 
soccer, The fresh approach to the 
game by the Metropolitan sides, Stun- 
shine City and Dandenong City, and 
their success, proved that the game, 
despite new-fangled systems, can be 
a real pleasure to watch. 


One wonders if the State League 
sides are on the wrong tram. Are 
they so concerned with losing that 
they have forgotten how to win by 
playing simple, direct football? I 
think so. 


The trend towards system soccer 
overseas has undoubtedly infituenced 
local coaches and managers, but I 
feel they have overlooked the fact 
that the teams employing 4-2-4, 3-3-4 
and the like, are hand picked to fill 
the bill. In other cases it is the 
natural style of -the players, who 
decide the pattern of play. 


Soccer is basically a simple game, 
simple to play and simple to follow. 
Despite the arguments about wrong 
decisions on the part of the referees, 
the laws governing the game are sim- 
plicity personified. 


I feel there is over-emphasis on 
the importance of coaching. I say 
this without knocking coaches. ‘They 
have a definite value in teaching 
youngsters the basic skills of the 
game and ensuring the fitness of 
senior players. My contention is that 
if a senior player doesn’t have the 
ability to master the fundamentals 
instinctively all the screaming from 
the sidelines ig a waste of time and 
will do more harm than good. 


A. word of encouragement prior to 
a game or during the interval can be 
a double booster, but all the exhor- 
tations in the world will not transform 
a mediocre player into a star. Let’s 
put simplicity back into the game and 
I am sure it will be greatly improved 
as a spectacle. 
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Let us have a Simple system of sig- 
nals, well Known to the public, by 
which the referee can make it quite 
clear to everyone in the ground why 
a certain decision was made, Let 
players cut out disputing decisions. 
If they think about it — they know 
perfectly well they are wasting their 
time anyway. 


Looking back oyer 22 years of Vic- 
torian soccer I am afraid the amount 
of progress it has made is depressing. 
The names of Zakamarok, Dobric, 
Jack, Drennan, Calderavic, Zabloki, 
Stoddart, Czuarderna, Bassi and 
many more bring back miesories of 
exciting players who provided real 
entertainment for the fans. 


Where are their counterparts today? 
Unfortunately conspicuous by their 


absence. We don’t hear much bar- 
racking these days. The answer is 
simple —— there is nothing exciting 


about the way soccer is being played. 


Danny Alempejevic, a former 
J.U.S.T. forward, only had to get the 
ball within 30 yards of goal and there 
would be a tremendous roar from 
the crowd because they knew he 
would do something spectacular. 
Rither a blazing drive or a dazzling, 
dribbling run. 


Calderayic and Stoddart conjure 
up memories of dashing, fearless 
attack. Every opponent was hated. 
They hated being beaten and rarely 
were. They meant action for 90 
minutes and the fans loyed or hated 
them, but they came in droves to see 


them in action, because they enter- 


tained. 


The solution is in the hands of the 
clubs. Fans must be brought back to 
the game or soccer will die a linger- 
ing death and revert back to the 
paddocks. Let us face it, what we are 
seeing at present is in the main “pad- 
dock soccer”.
